“ Much as 1 respect the opinion of 
the governor of the state, i cannot 
agree with the view expressed in his 
special message of Jan. 5, and as 1 
advocated in the senate the resolution 
to submit the proposed amendment, it 
seems appropriate that I should stat« 
my view of its effect. 
“ The objection made to the amend 
ment is that it will confer upon th«* 
national government the power to tax 
incomes derived from bonds issued by 
the states or under the authority of 
the states, and will place the borrow­ 
ing capacity of the state and its gov­ 
ernmental agencies at the mercy of 
the federal taxing power. 
“ 1 do not find in the amendment any 
such meaning or effect. 
1 do not con­ 
sider that the amendment In any d«* 
gree whatever will enlarge the taxing 
power of the national government or 
will ha\e any effect except to relieve 
the exercise of 
that 
taxing power 
from the requirements that the tax 
shall be apportioned among the sev 
eral states. 
"It appears therefore that no danger 
to the powers or instrumentalities of 
the state is to b** apprehended from 
the adoption of the amendment.

In a financial or other manner. Some 
people seem to think it Is none of the 
enumerators business when they were 
married, how old they are or how 
many children they have got. 
Then 
again there Is that class of people 
who think the information is being 
gotten for the purpose of boosting 
the taxes or in order to make some 
charge against them. 
These people 
do not understand that the matter is 
entirely confidential and that nothing 
is disclosed— and furthermore that 
those who refuse to answer the ques­ 
tions may be arrested. Each enumer­ 
ator Is under a bond of $1,000 that 
he will not disclose any of the infor­ 
mation received, and a campaign of 
education should be carried on in the 
public schools that the children may 
inform their parents, especially those 
of foreign birth, that the questions 
answered cannot be used for deporta­ 
tion proceedings, extradition meas­ 
ures, army or navy conscription, in­ 
ternal revenue investigations, com­ 
pulsory school attendance, or in any 
way affect the life, liberty or prop­ 
erty of any person. 
These matters 
cannot be too firmly inpressed upon 
the public and some means should be 
employed to get the m atter before 
them. 
The 
newspaper 
publication 
will reach the reading classes and 
they will be informed, but the for­ 
eign element who do not read but de­ 
pend upon their school children for 
the news can be reached if the mat­ 
ter is discussed in the schools, and it 
should be as Important a branch of 
the education of the children as any 
that they study. We want everybody 
counted and the only way to accom 
plish the end is to agitate the matter. 
Any suggestion as to how the mat­ 
ter should be accomplished will glad­ 
ly be given space In The Daily Dis­ 
patch, the more publicity the better.

Announcement of a national tu­ 
berculosis Sunday to be held on April 
24th In 116,000 chuiches of the Unit- | 
ed States was made today by the Ml* I 
tional Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis. 
Following campaigns against con­ 
sumption that have been carried on 
in the church* s of hundreds of clti«^. 
and sermons 
on tuberculosis 
that s 
have been preached before thousands 
of congregations during the past year 
a movement has been started to es- j 
tablish 
a permanent 
tuberculosis 
Sunday, on which it is hoped that 
every one of the 33,000,000 church­ 
goers in the United States will hear 
the gospel of health. 
It Is planned to 
i enlist the active co-operation of anti- : 
I tuberculosis organizations, labor uni- , 
ons, fraternal organizations, and oth- ! 
er bodies together with the churches i 
in the movement. 
The aid of leading i 
churchmen in many of the principal 
denominations has already been of­ 
fered. 
All of the large interd«*nom- 
inatkmal bodies, such as the Young 
Men’s 
Christian 
Association, 
the 
King's Daughters and Sons, and the 
various young people's societies are 
also in sympathy with the anti-tub­ 
erculosis campaign. 
It is planned that on April 24th 
tuberculosis sermons shall be preach­ 
ed In all the churches of the country. 
Literature will he distributed to mem­ 
bers of the congregations, and in 
every way an effort will be made to 
teach that tuberculosis is a danger­ 
ous disease and that it can he pre­ 
vented and cured. 
Clergymen who desire to obtain 
additional information in regard to 
tuberculosis will he able to secure lit­ 
eratu re from state and local anti-tub­ 
erculosis associations and boards of 
health, as w*ell as from the National 
Association.

The aid of leading 
churchm en in many of the principal 
denom inations has already been of­ 
fered. 
All of the large interdenom ­

Cows on Cut-over Land 
I have never seen in the experi­ 
ence page of the Farm er any rem arks 
uring the settlers in a new' country 
like this here in Cass county, to keep 
a few cows to help out while clearing 
land. 
Let me tell you w hat our cows 
did last year, as we kept a book ac­ 
count of w hat they brought us. We 
milked from one to seven cows, and 
during the year they were all dry 
once, but not all at the same time. 
We had no separator, but made from 
Jan. I 1909, to Jan. I, 1910, $220 
and have seven calves. 
Now I do 
not claim this is an y th in g extra, for I 
know they could have done better if 
we had been prepared to keep cows 
and feed them like they do in older 
settled com munities; but while clear­ 
ing up a piece of tim ber land to make 
a home for a family of eight, that 
small sum is not to be sneered at. 
I consider the calves are w orth w hat 
the feed cost, for the cows made their 
own living from May till November, 
and one can cut enough wild hay 
during the sum m er to feed them in 
the w inter, and an acre or two of 
breaking sown to turnips or ru ta­ 
bagas will supply succulent feed that 
will take the place of grain. 
For 
shorts, just sell a few pounds of but­ 
ter and buy a sack. 
The milk and 
butter from these cows are about half 
our living.— C. M. H anks in D uluth- 
News Tribune.

"The boy," says Dr. Myerson, "had 
been examined by the throat depart­ 
ment and s«*nt to the nerve department 
with the explanation that there was 
nothing in bis throat or nose to ac­ 
count for his lack of voice. 
He was 
not able to speak above n harsh whis­ 
per, and this trouble was diagnosed 
as hysterical in origin. At the end of 
two months of varied electrical treat­ 
ment he ceased to call at the hospital 
and did not again appear for several 
months. 
II«* had neglected all treat­ 
ment, and bis voice had ceased to be a 
pure whisper, but had in it a tinge «if 
a thin, high pitched squeak like the 
whistle of nn old fashioned peanut 
roaster.

A b rah am Mverson, 
one of Ids assistants, who, although a 
young man, lias already won st big 
reputation as a specialist in psycho­ 
therapeutic tre atm en t of tile throat. 
Spoke In a Harsh Whisper. 
“T h e boy," says Dr. Myerson, "had 
been exam ined by the th ro at d e p art­ 
m ent and sen t to th e nerve dep artm en t 
w ith the explanation th a t there was 
nothing in his th ro a t or nose to ac­ 
count for Ids lack of voice. 
Ile was 
not ii Die to speak above a harsh w his­ 
per, ii nil this trouble w as diagnosed 
as hysterical in origin. A t the end of 
two m onths of varied electrical trea t­ 
ment he ceased to call at th e hospital 
and did not again ap p ear for several 
mouths.

How Birth of Foreign Born Residents 
Must Be Recorded— Full Records to 
Be Made of Marriages and Divorces. 
Classifying Those Who Speak Lan­ 
guages Other Than English. 


W h a t the census en um erators are re­ 
quired to learn regarding the place of 
birth of native born and foreign born 
persons and other personal facts con­ 
cerning the last class in taking the 
th irteen th United S tates census, begin- 
fin g April 15, is set forth in th e p rin t­ 
ed Instructions prepared by the United 
S tates census bureau. 
On the subject of place o f birth o f a 
n ative born person th e instructions say 
th a t if the person w as born In tile 
U nited States th e en u m erato r is to 
give the state or territory, not the city 
or town. 
A person born iii w h a t is 
now 
W est 
Virginia, 
N orth 
Dakota. 
South D akota or O klahom a should be 
reported as so born, although at the 
tim e of birth the p articu lar region m ay 
have had a different name. 
E n u m era to rs are to report w hether 
th e person is single, married, w idow ed 
or divorced. 
M arried persons are to 
be asked lf they have been m arried be­ 
fore. 
lf th e presen t m arriage is the 
first the fact is to be indicated by the 
sign “ M I ;” but if it is tile second or 
subsequent m arriag e then the en u m er­ 
a to r is to w hite “ M 2,” m eaning m a r­ 
ried more th an once. 
T h e question calling for th e num ber 
of years of th e present m arriage is d e ­ 
clared by th e census bureau to apply 
only to persons reported as married, 
and tile a n sw e r should give the n u m ­ 
ber o f years m arried to Hie present 
husband or wife. 
T hu s a w om an who 
m ay have been m arried for ten years 
to a form er husband, but has been 
m arried only three years to her p res­ 
ent husband, should be retu rn ed as 
m arried three years. 
T he nu m ber of 
y ears en tered should be Hie n u m b er of 
completed years. 
A person w ho on 
April 15, the census day, has been m a r­ 
ried th ree years an d eleven m onths 
should be retu rn ed as m arried three 
years. 
For a person m arried less th an 
one year the entry Is to be ”0,” m ean­ 
ing less th an one year. 


Queries For Poles. 
In the ease of persons speaking Pol­ 
ish or reporting th a t they were born 
In Poland, w hich Is no longer an inde­ 
pendent country, the enu m erator is to 
inquire w heth er th e birthplace w as in 
w h a t is now know n as G erm an Po­ 
land or A u strian Poland or Russian 
Poland, aud he m u st w rite the an sw er 
accordingly as P oland (Ger.), Poland 
(Alist.) or P oland (Russ.). 
If the birthplace reported is C anada 
th e e n u m erato r is required to ask 
w heth er the person is of English or 
F rench 
descent 
and 
w rite 
C anada 
(Eng.) or C anada (Fr.), according to 
th e answ er. 
Questions calling for th e year of im­ 
m igration to th e U nited S tates apply 
to all foreign born persons, male and 
female, of w h atev er age. 
The qu es­ 
tion should be answ ered, therefore, for 
every person whose birthplace w as in 
a foreign country. 
T he en um erator 
m ust en ter the year in w hich th e p er­ 
son cam e to the United States. 
If he 
has been in the U nited States more 
th a n once the y ear of his first arrival 
is to be stated. 


Mother Tongue Must Be Recorded. 
T he inquiry w h eth er naturalized or 
alien 
applies 
only 
to 
foreign 
born 
m ales tw enty-one years of age nnd 
over. 
It does not apply to females, to 
foreign born m inors o r to any male 
born in the United States. 
If the p e r­ 
son w as born abroad, bu t has become 
a full citizen, either by tak in g out sec­ 
ond or final papers of naturalization or 
th ro u g h tile naturalization of his p a r­ 
en ts while he w as u nder the age of 
tw enty-one years, th e enu m erato r is to 
w rite “ N a” (for naturalized). 
If he 
has declared his intention to become 
an A m erican citizen and taken out his 
“first papers," the en um erator is to 
w rite "Al.” (for alien). 
T h e inquiry as to the ability to speak 
English applies to all persons ten y ears 
of age or over. 
If English is spoken 
th e en um erato r m ust w rite "E n glish ” 
in the proper column. 
If the person 
en um erated is not able to speak E n g ­ 
lish the en u m erato r is required, iu such 
cases only, to w rite out the nam e of 
th e language spoken. 
If more th an 
one language Is spoken by a person, 
who, however, does not speak English, 
th e en um erato r is to w rite the nam e of 
th a t language w hich is his native lan ­ 
guage or m other tongue.
